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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. . 


To his Excellency J. M. Stone, Governor of Mississippi : 


We have the pleasure to hand you with this the report of 
the Medical Superintendent of the State Lunatic Asylum, 
with accompanying documents, and respectfully request that 
the same be transmitied to the Legislature. The jealous care 
with which our greatest charity has been fostered, even when 
our fortunes were embarrassed, requires at our hands the most 
thorough exposure of all its practical workings. A cursory 
examination of the papers submitted will be very gratifying to 
you, and to the members of the Legislature, No class of our 
population appeals to our humanity with greater effect than 
that whose mind is in eclipse, and to which the pleasures of 
unrestrained social intercourse are denied. It is gratifying to 
state that out of fifteen hundred and seventy-five patients 
received into the Asylum, four hundred and eighty-nine have 
been recovered. What good may be accomplished in the march 
of improvement by these we do not pause to consider. They 
represent so many persons restored to the activities and enter- 
prises of life. 

Our duty calls us not to speculate or moralize, but to indi- 
cate how this field of usefulness may be extended by increased 
facilities for the recovery of the insane. We have been sadly 
afflicted by the constant calls upon us which we are unable to 
‘meet. It distresses us now to state that many of our people 
are unable to take shelter in our walls because of their crowd- 
ed condition. As our population increases the number of our 
insane must increase. That there has been no greater in- 
crease in the recent past is matter of congratulation. There 
are now some fifty applicants for admission for whom we have 
noroom. To make our building entirely symmetrical there 
should be another wing added, This is indispensable, also, to 
furnish the accommodations now demanded. 

We urge upon the Legislature the imperative necessity 
of providing amusements for the inmates of the Asylum. 
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A comparatively small amount would answer this pur- 
pose; we have not felt authorized to employ any part 
of the appropriation heretofore made, because of a desire to 
keep expenses within the limits allowed by the law. 'Two 
thousand dollars appropriated for this special service would 
relieve the minds of the insane and greatly promote their res- 
toration to health. We invite attention to the report of the 
Superintendent upon this particular subject, and cordially en- 
dorse his utterances. If we have failed heretofore to givea 
practical response to his importuni'ies it was not for a lack of 
disposition. Any means calculated to relieve the tedium of 
imprisonment, to please and to restore the mind to its normal 
condition, is legitimate; and there can be no sound moral ob- 
jection to the gratification of a desire on the part of the insane 
for ordinary amusements so soothing to the troubled minds of 
the sane. We, therefore, appeal to the Legislature for relief. 

We have conducted the Asylum on the appropriations made, 
have added to our grounds, as you know, and have improved 
and beautified the buildings. Much of improvement of a 
comparatively inexpensive character remains to be.done. The 
whole interior of the buildings requires painting j the floors 
are decayed in part; and the roofing needs repairs to prevent 
leakage. We need а new boiler for our engine and heating 
apparatus. Besides this, the appropriation for the coming two 
years must be considerably greater than those for the two 
past years. We have a greater number of patients and the 
cost of the usual supplies has materially advanced. We get 
nothing, or almost nothing, from whatare called “рау patients," 
and think the institution should be made free to all our peo- 
ple. There is no reason against, but every onein favor of this 
. suggestion. We think we. shall need oneghundred and fifty 
thousand dollars for the support of the Asylum during this 
and the coming year. | 

We take great pleasure in stating that our accomplished 
and efficient Medical Superintendent has fully justified the 
confident expectations of all who knew him well. Following 
in the footsteps of one whose name and fame wasnational, and 
who had earned а brilliant reputation because of his very са- 
pable and judicious management of the Asylum, Dr. Mitchell 
has had a difficult work to perform. То the accomplishment 
of this duty he has successfully devoted himself, and presents 
a gratifying illustration of the prudence and wisdom which 
directed his appointment. :

I found, on taking charge of the Asylum in the month of 
May, 1878,that everything appertaining to its welfare had 
been so thoroughly regarded by my predecessor, Dr. Compton, 
that I had but little trouble in organizing, having for this pur- 
pose the valuable assistance of Dr. James MeWillie, who had 
for many years been the assistant ot Dr. Compton, and was 
therefore thoroughly acquainted with all of the duties аррег- 
taining to the office. In assuming control of this highly hon- 
orable position, it would have been natural for me to have been 
much buoyed in spirits—but severe family affliction deter- 
mined otherwise; but fortunately for me my duties claimed so 
much of my time that, to a certain extent, my mind was with- 
drawn from these sad memories. In fact, for the first few 
.monpths after entering ой my official duties, many events trans- 
pired to cast myself, as well as the whole of this portion of the 
* South" into a state of gloom and despondeney. We, of 
course, are more impressed with our individual misfortunes; 
yet, as philanthropists, we deeply sympathized with those 
whose trials during the epidemic of 1878 were almost without 
а parallel. Death, with his avenging wrath, was busy during 
that summer, and reaped an almost unprecedented harvest, and 
among his victims were many of the purest and best of both 
sexes; but amidst this carnival of Death our troubles were 
much assuaged and our hearts comforted by the prompt and 
liberal response of our Northern friends to the appeals for 
help. which suddenly ascended from our distressed and panic- " 
stricken communities, and for which timely aid and sympathy 
we of Mississippi will ever be grateful, and shozld opportunity 
offer, no people will give au earlier recognition of the obliga- 
tion imposed. This unexpected liberality of the Northern 
people, I trust, may be the bow of promise that in future we 
may all dwell together in peace and harmony, feeling that a 
calamity to Maine would call forth а wail from Texas. Among 
the victims of the late epidemic were two ex-Superintendents 
of this Asylum, viz: Dr. W. B. Williamson and Dr. W. M, 
Compton—the former а near relative and.dear friend, full of 
worth and skilled in his profession, to which he was devotedly 
attached, fell when summoned from his earthly home at the 
helm of professional duty; the latter, also a warm friend, pos- 
sessing unrivalled social worth, marked intellectual ability, fell 
from the same inexorable enemy, just as his hopes for estab- 
lishing a private Asylum were about to be consummated in the 
erection of an Asylum edifice at Holly Springs. But may He ` 
who “tempers the wind to the shorn lambs” guard their spirits, 
is the wish of their many friends. 

By reference to the appropriate table you will discover that 
there were present at the beginning of 1878, 391 patients; ad- 
mitted during the year, 107; total for year, 498. "There were ” 
of recovered, 47—29 females and 18 males; of improved, 4; of 
clopements, 4; of deaths, 44. | 

For the year of 1879 there were 395 inmates at the opening; 
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admitted during year, 92; total, 487. There were discharged 
recovered, 47—14 males and 27 females; by death, 34—18 
males, 16 females ; improved, 3; unimproved, 2; elopements, 1. 
During the year 1878 the deaths exceeded the usual average, 
which, we think, measurably due to our crowded condition, 
coupled with an excessively hot summer, and the deaths of 
several consumptives and epileptics we think especially due to 
these combined causes, Of other diseases there have been 
comparatively but few deaths, as we'weré пе main, from the 
time I took charge, quite exempt from severe acute diseases. 
“In the earlier part of the year 1878, during the administration 
of my predecessor, there was quite an extensive epidemie of 
measles, and while none died from its immediate effects, yet, 
owing to its specific action on the lungs, we think we can trace 
its remote action in determining probably many cases of 
phthisis, as our mortuary reports during the latter part of the 
year embraced an unusual number from this disease. 
For the year of 1879 we are happy to report fewer deaths in 
proportion to numbers, and almost as many recoveries as last 
‘year. During this year, while we have had many cases of 
typhoid fever and dysentery, yet there have been but few 
deaths from these diseases, and with improved ventilation 
think the causes inducing these forms of sickness ean be meas- 
urably removed. Of the present number of inmates there are 
but few who promise material restoration, and in the,future the 
recoveries must be chiefly drawn from new admissions, since 
the Asylum has for many years been accumulating chronic 
cases, for which there is no outlet except by death. When I 
entered on my official duties, I was informed by my predecessor 
that there were not at that time more than fifteen curable 
cases, which statement I have found tootrue. While our tables 
exhibit a very fair result in recoveries, they have chiefly been 
drawn from recent admissions. In receiving patients we have 
endeavored to exercise a sound discretion by giving admission 
to those cases of recent origin, believing in doing this, much 
good to the State, as well as to the individual, could be accom- 
plished; and in this discrimination we are sustained by law. 
Should, however, more cases of an acute character be present- 
ed for admission than we can receive, we will endeavor to en- 
force another provision.of law, which authorizes the Board of 
Trustees and Superintendent to send to their respective coun- 
ties all harmless and incurable lunatics, which, if properly 
executed, would afford us some relief; but Sheriffs discovering 
there is no penalty affixed for the non-observance of this stat- 
ute, are very slow to respond when called upon through their 
Supervisors to execute the law. This defect I trust the pre- - 
sent Legislature will remedy, otherwise we will soon be com- 
pelled to decline all cases of insanity, no matter how urgent 
may be the necessity for their admission. Should we be placed 
in this dilemma, it would certainly ђе;а great calamity, and 
especially so as the most of those wno would be the benefici- 
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aries of the State's charity are unable, from lack of means, to 
receive that care and attention which 18 indispensable *o their 
comfort, and to the security of society. 

Could this law bé readily enforced there are not enough who 
could be trausferred to alms-houses and friends to warrant us 
in а do-nothing policy; for the spirit of the age demands that 
the unfortunate shall be properly cared for, and why should 
our State decline to do what less favored ones are doing with 
zeal and munificence? But in caring for our poor and unfortu- 
nate I would not suggest, for а moment, extravagance of ex- 
penditures—but comfortable support and efficient care is all 
that the friends of the insane can reasonably expect from the 
State as a charity. There are now on the “Register” upwards 
of fifty applicants for admission into the Asylum, that we have 
been compelled to decline, because we are now full; and before 
the Legislature will reconvene there will probably be over one 
hundred, whose friends will in vain apply for their admission. 
If it be wise and expedient to care for some of the insane why 
not care for all alike, when nolack of pecuniary ability can 
be urged against it? Iamsomewhatimportunate in this mat- 
ter, for were I not to present fully the necessities of the in- 
sane I would feel that the criticisms of the public would justly 
condemn me. 


RELATIVE CURABILITY AND SUSCEPTIBILITY OF THE COLORED RACE 


Statistics,thus far, have been meagre in regard to this question 
but the difference in the exemption from insanity in favor of 
the colored race is quite patent to a close observer. While we 
have no data based on State enumeration other than those 
received at the Insane Hospital, yet as the law makes no dis- 
crimination against the colored it is fair to presume‘ that, we 
can obtain reasonably correct statistics from this source. 
Although we have much less room set apart for their ассош- 
modation, yet we have kept well apace with the demand from 
this class of patients, and yet, with all the facilities extended 
by the State and counties to secure asylum treatment, we find 
that we have in this State, as evidenced by the number of 
eases now in the Insane Hospital, three or four times more 
white insane than colored; and such being the case, it must 
be due to a less susceptibility to the invasion of mental disease 
on the part of the latter race, otherwise there would scarcely 
be such preponderence of the former in the Asylum. · In this 
State, our colored population is in excess by about fifteen per 
cent. over the whites, and generally live in large numbers оп, 
cotton plantations, on account of the associate labor which is 
required in the production of this staple. These places are 
generally managed hy some white superintendent of sufficient 
general intelligence to do any correspondencé that the laborers 
may require, and it is fair to presume that their opportunities 
for communicating with the Superintendent of the Asylum

are quite as good as Ше poor and unlettered whites, and yet, 
with these advantages, the white inmates outnumber the col- 
ored in our Asylum astonishingly. Inasmuch as there was no 
Asylum provision for the blacks until since their emancipation, 
it would be quite natural to refer the large excess of white in- 
mates to this cause; but this fact does not account- for the 
relative difference, because when the State accorded to all of 
her citizens the same privileges, there were but about one 
hundred and twenty whites then in the Asylum, and had there 
been no difference in susceptibility, the number of blacks, 
owing to larger population, should have gained on the whites; 
but the reverse we find true; and now, instead of having the 
advantage ef 120, the whites have 322. 

We have at this time four hundred and one patients, of 
who three hundred and twenty-two are whites, and seventy- 
nine are colored; and while we have over fifty whites applying 
through their friends for admission, we have but two or three 
by the colored. Seeing that in this State that there is such a 
difference we must endeavor to account for the causes which 
bring this immunity to this class, and in doing so, will only 
give our individual views, as there are no statistics whence to 
draw any data. I hope, however, it will suggest to a more 
inquiring mind than mine to give the subject proper thought 
and investigation. The negro is recognized in the South as 
quite an emotional being, but his emotional demonstrations 
are chiefly exhibited on religious topics. They have a natural 
affinity for religion, and it is rare that you find one of adult 
age in rural districts, who is not attached to some religious 
organizatiom, no matter what may be his or her moral stand- 
ing in the’ community. Many of them WM entertain а super- 
stitious belief that the ceremony of uniting themselves to the 
church as they term it, is all that is necessary to secure a 
happy “hereafter.” They are exceedingly fond of attending 
church services, and will walk many miles regardless of the 
weather, to attend a church meeting or funeral. These various 
assemblages contribute quite as much to their pleasure as 
would the drama to other races, and this zeal and interest in 
church going, is not limited to this portion of the country, 
but obtains throughout the whole Southern belt. While many 
of this race are now enjoying, to a certain extent, rental cul- 
ture, their tastes and religious prejudices seem not to have been 
affected by the change, and you will find still at their religi- 
ous assemblages, as "much excitement manifested in shouting 
and singing as was their wont in a ruder state. The emotion 
of anger is apparently not so easily excited as in the white race, 
nor when itis, does it seem to be so violent, but soon over, 
and the cause forgotten. Our civil war demonstrates very 
conclusively the transitory nature of their anger, otherwise, 
' we would have had during that long period many evidences of 
malice towards their owners, but it was rare, and many were . 
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the instances where they seemed to take pleasure in protecting 
the property of their masters, and almost invariably respectful 
in their bearing to the whites, although fully aware, had they 
willed it, that they couid nave inflicted great personal injury 
with impunity, asthe country was almost entirely depleted of 
male adults by military absence. Their religious ardor seems 
to dominate allother passions and affections, and there are 
many instances where outrages have been committed by 
them which they say were done in obedience to Divine com. 
mand. I differ from many who entertain the opinion that the 
passions of the colored are stronger and lest amenable to соп- 
trol than among the whites, but think the many examples of 

[is which we find among the former not so much the result 
of inordinate passion, as that they lack the restraint imposed 
by the conventionalities of more refined and cultivated socie- 
ty. After thus briefly reviewing their emotional nature you 
wil discover our belief is, that their religious instinets domi- 
nato all other passions, and as regards the history of the 
Asylum no other moral element is so constant a factor in 
alienating their reason as religion in its various forms--and on 
this account we find it very difficult, and frequently quite im- 
possible to address for their cure our most potent therapeutics, 
moral influence, For the past two years there have been Gis- 
charged as cured, eighty-five whites and nine colored, which 
exhibit shows that when attacked but few recover of the latter 
class. As religion among the colored insane is recognized as 
the most common moral cause, so is it considered by us the 
most difficult to combat by human agency, as the inspiration 
of divine teaching and communications 1s quoted by this class 
of patients as being superior to anything man can do or say; 
and on this account we find it quite difficult to prescribe suc- 
cessfully for patients, whose treatment must antagonize divine 
influences. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


^ The great advantage to be derived from asylum treatment is 
that the officers, from long experience and study. are presumed 
to be sufficiently familiar with the different varieties of mental 
disturbance, to giv? intelligent medical and moral treatment to 
each case, and although the officers may be able to appreciate 
the wants of the patients, cannot, without proper means, adopt 
thatcourse of treatment which would probably eventuate in the 
most good to that unfortunate class, on whom the publie 
authorities throughout christendom have for the past thirty 
years dealt out its charity with no illiberal hand. That which 
is called physic ia common parlance, is not the only sine qua’ 
non in the treatment of insanity, but is only an adjuvant; and 
while we have too much respect for our badge of office, and 
would by no means detract from the dignity of its position, 
are not prepared as yet to limit the name of physic to a mere 
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chemical--but recognize not only drugs, but anything and 
everything as medicine which contributes either directly or in- 
directly to the restoration of physical and mental integrity. 

The accounts for bills of medicine are generally, by Direct- 
ors of Insane Asylums, audited with as much complacency as 
would be a provision or supply bill, and no special suggestions 
for economy in the use of this material is made, because it is 
presumed by them that the dispenser is more.familiar with the 
use of these articles than they; but let an account be made for 
physic in the way of articles for amusement or pleasure, and 
you would then find the great majority of the trustees of most 
institutions seanning very closely this expense item, and would 
delicately suggest that these things might, with propriety, be 
dispensed with. ` This does not proceed from a disinclination 
to furnish what is needed, aud, I might say, indispensable for 
the treatment of insanity—but simply from a misapprehension 
of the necessities of the case. If the Superintendent is the 
party to whom is intrusted the medical management then all 
means recognized by him as essential to the treatment of the 
insane, should be provided him, if consistent with the means 
allowed. Unfortunately for us we have not a full medical out- 
fit as interpreted by myself, for we are very much in need of 
many things which are found in other Asylums, which tend to 
amuse and give pleasant variety to the inmates. We are well 
aware that the finances of the whole South have been much 
crippled—but now having a promise for a better future, trust 
that our Legislature will endeavor to make this a first class In- 
stitution in every respect, for I am well satisfied from my 
knowledge of our people, that liberal care of the insane will 
meet with their hearty approval. Our chief mode of breaking 
the monotony of asylum life has been in giving to our inmates 
an occasional dance, which із much enjoyed by most of them, 
and is always a bright oasis ahead; but recently they have been 
less attractive from lack of good music, which is indispensable 
to give zest and, interest to the occasion. Our loss in music, 
was, however, the patients’ gain, for he returned home to his 
family much improved. We encourage our patients'to take 
strolls through the grounds, and while in the wards endeavor 
to extemporise as man“ means of pleasure as are practicable. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


Conceiving that there was a pressing necessity for enlarging 
our grounds, both as a means of giving us’ more security 
against the invasion of epidemics as well as more space for 
agricultural purposes, you, I think, wisely purchased about one 
hundred and ninety acres of land contiguous to us, within the 
past two years, on very reasonable terms, which now gives to 
us all we will ever probably need. and will enable us to render 
our Institution more self-sustaining than it bas ever been, and 
will, at the same time, furnish additional walks and retreats 
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for the patients; and last, hut-not least, we will now be in a 
better conditioon to enforce a more rigid quarantine, should 
circumstances ever require it. 

Our buildings are, in the main, in good repair, and will re- 
quire but little outlay to put everything in perfect order. The 
roofing will claim the chief expenditure, as there are many 
leaks which, I think, will require an expert in slating, to se- 
cure us properly against leakage. The whole exterior of the 
woodwoak of the building has been recently painted under the 
immediate supervision of Mr. Manship, and the work has been 
well and faithfully done, reflecting much credit on its super- 
уізден for the taste displayed. This work would not have been 

undertaken had not the decaying condition of the building for 
lack of paint, demanded it. It only now remains to have the 
inner portion painted to give the whole building quite a neat 
and attractive appearance. The money used for this painting 
was that which was left of the building fund of the new wing. 
The floors in some of the corridors should, if practicable, be 
renewed, as they are much worn from the effect of such frequent 
use of soap, indispensable to cleanliness. 

To render the wards comfortable during cold weather we are 
compelled to use our entire boiler capacity, which, in case of 
an accident to one leaves u$ without our complement of steam 
for heating purposes, thereby rendering our inmates uncom, 
fortable until repairs can be made. One of the boilers should- 
as soon as practicable, be replaced, as it is now much worn 
from long use, and although we have expended a good deal for- 
its repair, is not considered by our engineer as safe. During 
very cold weather we find it necessary to have a relay of fire- 
men and engineers to enable us to run the boilers the entire 
night, as otherwise many patients who will not wear clothing, 
nor remain well in bed, would suffer severely. АП the watch- 
.fulness and care that could necessarily be expected from at- 
tendants, could not render some patients comfortable in the 
absence of proper tempersture. 

The sum of one hundred and twenty thousand dollars, ap- 
- propriated as the support fund for the Asylum, has been am- 
ple for the past biennial period, with a balance of about twen- 
ty-five hundred dollars now on hand, which should be credited 
to seventy-seven and eight, having slightly exceeded this year's 
proportion by about two thousand dollars. The fund of this 
year is, however, entitled to a credit of about twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars for land purchase and fencing. This latter ex- 
penditure for land is more a diversion than an actual unusual 
outlay, for we ordinarily have to apply at least this amount to 
general improvements and repairs; but finding this piece of 
land on the market, you I think acted judiciously in purchas- 
ing as it was offered at a small price, and was considered indis- 
pensable as an addition to the Asylum, for with our increased 
labor, incident to the recent enlargement of the ** buildings,’ 
we were without sufficient ground to utilize properly the labor 
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of the piace, which is represented by many patients who not 
only desire to labor, but almost feel, when deprived of this ex- 
ercise by bad weather, that they are curtailed of a privilege. 
‘While we never force a patient to perform any labor, yet as a 
means of diversion encourage Such labor ав is consistent with 
their tastes, whether mental or manual, and in doing this am 
so well satisfied of its beneficial influence on the mental state, 
thatif their labor was without profit the beneficial results from 
such exercise are so great, that were this therapeutical means 
withheld, we would be deprived of a very important instrument 
in giving tone and integrity to mental feebleness. In making 
your estimates for the next biennial period, I hope you will 
suggest to the Legislature the necessity for a larger approprial 
tion than for the 1 past two years, not that we have been stinted. 
in the past, but the recent enhancement of values in all the 
supplies which we use will probably continue without abate- 
ment for the next two years, and if so our means wou,d be in- 
adequate, and would therefore, suggest that you ask the Пес- 
islature for an increase in the usual appropriation of twelve 
per cent. in addition to the small surplus whicu is now credited 
to the Asylum account. Should prices gravitate to а minimum 
standard you will then be prepared to show a large balance at 
the end of your term, and having given the people of Missis- 
sippi every proof of integrity and fidelity to your trust, why 
should they, through their 1epresentative body, fail to entrust 
you with what you conceive to be necessary for the support of 
the Institution which you represent. 

In contrasting our per capita expenses, I find that you have 
conducted the “finances, as exhibited by expenditures, on a 
much more economical scale than any Institutions in the United 
States but two, viz: the North Carolina and Louisiana Asylums, 
and while І am unprepared to account for the less expendi- 
of the former I see from the report of the able Superintend- 
ent of Louisiana that his means are entirely too limited to en- 
able him to give efficient treatment to his patients. 


j · FARM AND GARDEN. 


In order to make our recent purchases available, we have 
been compelled to build about a mile and three quarters of 
plank fence, which was well and cheaply done; the plank being 
heart pine and the posts of durable wood, which secures а good 
fence for many years. We have, at this time, about one hun- 
dred and twenty hogs, and during the winter have and will put 
up about ten thousand pounds of pork. Of cattie we have 
about one hundred and fifteen or twenty, includiug all sizes. 
At this time our cows furnish sufficient milk for table purposes, 
and during the spring and summer months are churned many 
gallons of milk, from which jg made about sixty or seventy 
pounds of butter per week, together with а large quantity of 
butter-milk, for which many of the insane have a decided rel- 
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ish, begotten of febrile excitemenf, which is quite common 
among the insane, «уел among those who are able-to be walk- 
ing around. Oui garden has quite а reputation, not only at 
home but abroad, and we think deservedly, as we are furnished 
during a large portion of the year with quite an abundance of 
fresh vegetables for onr patients. 

To the annual report of the Steward, Capt. R. Е. McGill, 
you will find an itemized account of all expenditures for the 
past two years, as well as the productions of the farm and gar- 
den for the same period. which shows, without this income, 
our expenses would be necessarily much increased. Succeeding 
this report, you will find that of the Matron, which shows the 
usual amount of clothing has been made and distributed. 

To the proprietors of the following nswspapers, we are under 
obligations for the gratuitous sehding of their journals, viz: 
Clarion, Vicksburg Herald, Commercial, Summit Times, Bran- 
don Republican, Aberdeen Weekly, Examiner, Carthaginian, 
Subsoiler & Democrai, Forest Herald, Comet, Hernando Free 
Press, Diocesan Record, Edwards Herald, Water Valley Cour- 
ier, and Mississippi Republican, and hope that in future the 
list may be increased, as nothing contributes more to reftify 
an unbalanced mind ramee than well selected reading matter. 

To each and all of the officers and employees connected with 
the Asylum, our acknowledgements are due for their uniform 
courtesy as well as promptness in the discharge of their re- 
spective duties. 

In conclusion, allow me to thank you, gentlemen, for your 
wise counsel as well as marked courtesy, not only to myself, 
but to all attachees of the Institution, and trust, under Divine 
blessing, you may still continue to be the instruments of much 
good.
